PARIS, June 17 (#)—Gaston Dou- 
mergue, France's new President, in his 
first message to Parliament today, de- 
clared Germany, before the Dawes re- 
‘port was put into effect, must prove 
her good faith. Such proof, he in- 
sisted, must come “from facts and not 
from mere engagements without pre- 
vious assurance of fulfillment.” 

“France’s conciliatory spirit, which 
is sincere and indisputable,” he con- 
tinued, “cannot go so far as to lull 
her vigilance and make her forget the 
‘lessons of the past.” 

The President emphasized the state- 
ment that France could not renounce 
her own force nor the contro! which 
the treaties give her the right to ex- 
ercise over Germany.

The major Rotary ac- 
tivity for the near future will be an 
unceasing activity for better business

codes of ethics. Rotary has set its 
hand to thé plow for correct business 
methods. It rests with the Rotarian 
individuality to say how soon the 
plowmen complete their task. 
World Peace Aided 

Mr. Gundaker. thought that with 
correct business methods throughout 
the world, the business men of all 
nations would establish great itnter- 
national friendships which would be 
harbingers of everlasting peace. The 
standardization of right conduct would 
destroy unfair competition. Sales 
would be made on the basis of service 
and co-operative competition would 
become a reality. He added: 

Rotary has done a great service in 
creating an organization where re- 
ligious intolerance is unknown. Al- 
most every religion is represented in 
Rotary clubs of 26 nations, and with 
the complete encircling of the world 
in Rotary every religion will ulti- 
mately be represented. Tolerance 
must not be limited to religion alone. 
It must prevail in all our thoughts. 
Service becomes a mere lip wastrel if 
it is not coupled with tolerance.° 

The first international president and 

chairman of the Extension Committee, 
Crawford C. Mullough, Fort William, 
Ontario, in an address on “Rotary 
World Wide’ explained that Rotary was 
a creation of the Anglo-Saxon thought. 
That it has spread into other countries 
is a proof that the Anglo-Saxon’ 
thought has created an _ institu- 
tion which can be accepted and of 
service to other countries. There are 
1800 Rotary clubs in the world. Four- 
fifths are in the English-speaking de- 
mocracies and three-fourths of them 
are in the United States. He said: 

If Rotary is to secure a place in the 
history of the world as a great pro- 
gresive movement it will be on ac- 
count of the English-speaking demo- 
cracies. The truth upon which Ro- 
tary is founded has to be proved in 
actual practice; that man is friendly, 
that he has within him something 
which always stirs him on to do good 
for some one else. It has to be proved 
that citizenship is all it entails: 
loyalty and the use of the franchise: 
that neighbors, kinship, are natural 
and fundamental laws of human na- 
ture.

LONDON, June 17—Considerable 
mystery continues to surround the 
Albanian situation.

Harvard “Indifference” 


Chariton MacVeagh ‘24 of Washing- 
ton, D. C., who gave the class ora- 
tion, was the first speaker for Har- 
vard in the debate last fall with Ox- 
ford. Mr. MacVeagh in speaking about 
what the present graduating class 
has received from Harvard men- 
tioned, “Harvard’s immemorial tradi- 
tions” and characterized the ‘much 
mentioned, much maligned, but al- 
ways fascinating Harvard indif- 
ference.” He said: 

One of us leaves his galoshes un- 
buckled—Harvard indifference; an- 

other dives for a man in the water, 
‘not caring if he loses his hat—Harvard 

indifference. But the real thing goes 
deeper. With it we hope we are all 
indelibly stamped. For Harvard indif- 
ference is but tolerance—tolerance 

of other men and other manners; a 

tolerazice not untinged with a sense of 

humor, but unmixed with contempt, 
and not impossible of being converted 
into the sincerest admiration. 

Certain kinds of traditions do not 
‘outlast their generation and in col- 
leges generations run swiftly. We 
know our own path by our own land- 
marks. If we have only heard of John 
the Orangeman, we ve often and 
distinctly heard John the Yard Cop 
himself.

| pose—the purpose of education, and 

' we should be thankful for what Har- 
yard hak taught us. But if we have 
‘been taught, we have learned nothing. 
If we have been given an education, 
it is valueless. If we have gained an 
‘education we can, perhaps, stare at 
‘you more boldly. There is a world of 
' difference in the phrases.

- @t. 40,000, of whom 9000 are women. 


For the 10 years-ending in 1920, the 
number of women showed an in- 
crease of 40‘per cent while there was 
a decrease of little more than 1 per 
cent in the number of men. Jour- 
nalism obviously is coming to be rec- 
ognized as a field for women, perhaps 
a larger field than may be found in 
any of the other prominent profes- 


sions. 


Women are found in almost every 
branch of the profession of jour- 
nalism. They work as general re- 
porters, as special feature writers, as 
copyreaders, as makeup editors, as 
editors of trade, class, and technical 
journals. 

As Owners of Weeklies 

A growing number of women own 
and operate country weeklies. The 
writer knows of several women who 
are making marked successes as sole 
owners of newspapers. A number of 
others operate papers in partnership 
with husband, brother, or other male 
relative. Particularly in the middle 
west, the newspaper as a family en- 
terprise is well recognized. 

Here and there is a woman column 
conductor. This is especially common 
on small papers, where the wife of the 
editor or a woman reporter on the 
staff writes a column as a special 
feature. Some of the most widely 
quoted small-town columng with 
which the writer is familiar are writ- 
ten by women. Comparatively few 
women conduct columns in metropoli- 
tan dailies, though here and there is 
one, such as Miss Baird Leonard, who, 
for a number of years has conducted 
columns on New York dailies. 

Comparatively few women are found 
in executive positions, like managing 
editorships, for instance; in editorial 
writing positions, or in copy reading, 
except in instances where they may 
own the paper. This is, in part, due 
to prejudice against women in such 
positions, in part to the fact that 
women have not prepared themselves 
for such places. 

So far as copyreading is concerned, 
the power to handle copy accurately 
and rapidly and to write vivid heads, 
is based in considerable measure on 
natural ability—and a“particular type 
of ability that is found only in a small 
minority of persons. Parenthetically, 
it may be said that if this ability were 
more common American daily newspa- 
pers would be better in spelling, punc- 
tuation, grammar and other matters of 
technical detail. Newspapers that have 
employed women copyreaders seem, on 
the whole, to have been disappointed 
with them. Whether they have sim- 
ply chanced upon those who lack copy- 
reading ability or whether this type of 
ability is more lacking among women 
than among men, it is difficult to say. 
Both factors probably enter in. The 
writer’s experience in teaching has 
been that while there is little differ- 
ence in copyreading ability between 
the bulk of men and the bulk of 
women studying professional journal- 
ism, the most competent men in copy- 
reading are superior to the most com- 
petent women. 

For editorial writing few women 
make the necessary preparation. Few 
of them have the interest in eco- 
nomics, politics and similar subjects 
that is essential to effective editorial 
writing on the average newspaper, It 
is true, that the subject matter of edi- 
torials is gradually différentiating, and 
this ‘will eventually open a field for 
women on the larger dailies, where out 
of the five to eight persons employed 
in editorial writing, at least one or two 
will in time be women. 


The Conservative Middle West 


The field for women in reporting 
varies with the customs and preju- 
dices of localities. To many persons 
it may come with a shock of surprise 
to know that the opportunities for gen- 
eral reporting by women in the east 
are better than in the middle west, at 
least so far as the larger cities are 
concerned. It is a common suppo- 
sition among persons unfamiliar with 
the middle west that it is an uncon- 
ventional region, whereas, in point of 
fact, it is extremely conventional. It 
believes for instance that, a woman 
should not work at any except one of 
three or four employments. One of 


‘the largest newspapers in the middle 


west has the absurd rule that no 
woman shall be employed on the edi- 
torial staff in any position in which 
she will have to go out and make con- 
tracis with the public. This prac- 
tically restricts her to the society page 
and to a few feature columns. Many 
though not all other newspapers in 
the middle west, while not promulgat- 
ing any such rule, nevertheless in 
practice place the same restrictions 
upon women. This is often due not so 
much to prejudice on the part of the 
paper as to prejudice on the part of the 
business, professional and other men 
of the town whom a woman reporter 
has to meet in order to get news. The 
country weeklies employ women to a 
greater extent, largely, one fears, be- 
cause in many cases they will work 
for lower salaries. ~ 

In the east and to a somewhat less 
extent on the Pacific Coast general re- 
porting positions of almostall sorts are 


open to women, although there is a | 


prepossession in favor of men. 

In general reporting the arguments 
advanced in favor of women are their 
willingness to work and their rela- 
tive freedom from dissipation, while 
on the other side are urged the argu- 
ments that women, while good on as- 
signments, jack initiative in search-

ing oyt news and that they are often a 
disturbing element in ah office. 

In feature writing women are per- 
haps finding their largest field of 
journalistic activity. The sensational 
newspapers discovered the ability of 
women in writing so-called ‘sob 
stories.” Women are still émployed 
for this purpose on many papers, but 
there has grown from this a recogni- 
tion of their ability in writing many 
types of feature article. The best 
women feature writers are easily 
equal to the best men writers in this 
field, if not superior. They put into 
their articles the quality of human 
interest which perhaps is over- 
emphasized on most newspapers but 
which nevertheless is important in 
getting the general public to read 
at all. 

Editors of trade and technical pub- 
lications, too, have found women ex- 
ceedingly well adapted to the some- 
whet tedious task of writing and edit- 
ing these periodicals. An increasing 
number of women are being employed 
on these publications. 

There is also a growing demand for 
women who have had journalistic 
training and at the same time have 
the ability to do secretarial work. 
These women become secretaries to 
editors-in-chief or managing editors, 
and are really editoria) assistants, do- 
ing research and writing, as well as 
some secretarial work. 

Still another field for women in 
journalism is the maintenance of the 
library and “morgue,” which are part 
of the equipment of every large news- 
paper. To a rapidly incréasing extent 
these are in charge of women. 

The proportion of women studying 
in schools of journalism is large. In 
most instances it probably is one- 
third of the total. 

Some difficulty has been experienced 
by almost all schools in placing 
women graduates in positions on 
newspapers, particularly where they 
have insisted, as they not infrequently 
do, on specific locations, 

High School Teaching 

Many of the women in any school of 
journalism, however, do not plan to 
enter active newspaper work. Not a 
few tntend to teach in high schools, 
offering the work in newspaper writ- 
ng which has’ become a recognized 
feature of instruction in English, and 
supervising the high school news- 
paper. For such teachers the demand 
is always greater than the supply. 
These positions, too, pay much larger 
salaries than those on which the aver- 
age woman must start on a news- 
paper. 

In the school of journalism women 
tend to be close students and hard 
workers, being in these respecte su- 
perior to the general run of men. On 
the other hand, they tend to be lack- 
ing in the strict objective-mindedness 
which is essential to competent, un- 
biased reporting, and it is often a 
difficult matter to develop this quality. 

The more competent women in 
schools of journalism, too, are handi- 
capped by the constant presence of a 
group~of girls who have undertaken 
the course in journaliem because they 
consider the profession to be “thrill- 
ing” or “romantic.” 

The ethical influence of women in 
schools of journalism or in the pro- 
fession of journalism is not, according 
to the writer’s observation, materially 
superior or inferior to that of men. 
Women have greater humanitarianism 
and lees morbid interest in the more 
unpleasant aspects of life, while, on 
the other hand, men hew closer to the 
line in point of strict honesty.

At our feet 
wander the well-wooded reaches of 
Windermere (Winandermere of old) 
backed by the bold outline of Coniston 
Old Man, with the abrupt Langdale 
Pikes and the Scawfell Mass beyond, 
all in harmonious grouping. 

By Troutbeck Bridge where the 
steep ascent of the Kirkstone Pass 
breaks away on the right the road now 
wanders by little wave-washed bays 
and gayly wooded promontories along. 
the shores of Windermere—placid and 
serene, or sulky, or even angry ac- 
cording to the mood of the moment— 
into Ambleside. Here we halt to view 
Stock Ghyll Force—one of the many 
Lakeland falls which have charm even 
when they do not justify their pic- 
torial descriptions.

On the roadside 
overlooking the leke is a pulpit’ rock 
known as “Wordsworth’s Seat,” and 
behind Grasmere village we find the 
famous Dove Cottage where the poet 
lived with his sister. It is a quiet 
backwater still retaining something of 
the poet’s simple and gentle spirit. 7 
Leaving this string of Lakeland 
gems our road now clambers over 
Dunmail Raise, passing at the summit 
a cairg of stones which tradition 
marks as the resting place of King 
Dunmail. Thirlmere now flashes into 
the scene below us with the quaint 
hamlet of Wythburn nestling at the 
head. 
Wythburn is just a homely inn 
and a “modest house of prayer” under 
the steep flanks of “the Mighty Hel- 
vellyn,” but it is filled with the asso- 
ciations of Lakeland’s poets. There 
is a story told of one of the Lakeland 
churches, and jt might have been this 
one; for men and beasts find equal 
welcome at inn and church.

The method employed by American 
Indians in making arrow heads from 
stone has long been a matter of sur- 
mise and conjecture. Arch#sologists 
have \ advanced numerous theortes. 
Some ‘still adhere to the notion that 


by allowing cold water to drip upon 
the heated stone, drop by drop. No 
however, as to 
how random chipping was prevented 
and the direction of cleavage con- 
trolled. Another theory contends that 
flakes of flint, chert, or obsidian were 
“chiseled” into shape, though the ex- 
act process by which this was accom- 
plished has never before been fully 
described. In fact, arrow making, as 
practiced by the Indians has long been 
enumerated among the lost arts of the 
aborigines of the Stone Age. And 80 
it has remained until Halvor H. Skav- 
lem showed us how the feat is_ac- 
com plished. 

Mr. Skaviem is, among many inter- 
esting things, an arrow maker. His 
lifelong studies of Indian lore have 
been rewarded.

This is the way he did it, to the 

accompanying “crunch-scrunch” of his 

bone chisel on the hard bit of flint. 
Tools and Method 

On the porch beside bim he placed 
a block of hard wood in which had 
been chiseled grooves or channels of 
varying depth and width. Selecting 
ian irregular, flattened flake of chert 
about three-eizhths of an inch in 
thickness and somewhat larger than 
a silver dollar, he placed it upon 
the wooden block. With the fingers 
and thumb of his left hand he he'd 
it so that its edge projected slightly 
over one of the shallow grooves. Sa- 
lecting from his “tool box” a piece 
of very old, dry bone about six inches 
in length and half an inch thick at 
\its roughly rounded point, he pressed 
(this point against the lower edge of 
ithe flake of stone. at the same time 
exerting a slanting, downward and 
rotary pressure. 

The crude bone chisel was not used 
like a true chisel or cutting tool. It 
served rather as a rasp. The rouzh- 
ened and laminated cross section of 
the end of the bone. deftly held and 
Operated by the rizht hand, as the 
left hand rotated the bit of stone 
upon the wooden block and fragments 
crunched and fell rapidly from its 
outer and under edze, quickly con- 
verted the stone flake into a some- 
what triangular arrow head. But it 
Was not yet completed. It lacked 
both notches and barbs. 

To complete the head, he selected 
a smaller chisel with a thinner and 
narrower point. With this held and 
used just as he had manipuiated the 
larger roughing-out tool. he deftiv 
chipped out the two notches and left 
the barbed head ready to be lashed to 
a wooden shaft. As an extra touch, 
however, he “sharpened” the edge by 
removing small chips and producing 
-an almost knife-sharp cutting edge. 
Then. with a muskrat's tooth set in a 
small wooden handie. he chipped a 
series of saw-teeth notches along rhe 
entire edge from tip to notch, ex- 
plaining that the Indfans did this 
with their war arrows. 


The Appearance of Age 


Perfect in proportion and ehape, 
it would have passed for a genuina 
Indian arrow head, except that it 
naturally looked new and fresh-cut 
instead of weathered and old The 
look of age he quickly accomplished 
by briskly rubbing the arrow head 
over a piece of old carpet upon which 
sand had been scattered, after which 
the arrow would have defied the 
closest scrutiny by an archeologist. 
Mr. Skavlem has, however. refused to 
commercialize his art. Never has he 
offered for sale any of his duplicated 
Indian relics. Those now on erhibition 
at museums were presented by him. 
“Often I have to label my orn 
arrow heads, so that they can be told 
from the genuine ones I pick up here- 
abouts and send to the museums,” he 
said with a smile.

overseers today by Dr. Clifton D. Gray, 
president of Bates College, alumni 
began to feel'as if the institution has 

“been transformed from the college 

militant to the college triumphant; 
that after playing the rdle of St. 
George, fighting the dragon (of defi- 
its) annually for 60 years, victory 
was won—at least for this notable 
anniversary. For the governing boards 
enjoyed the good news that for the 
first time in the history of the college 
more than $6000 surplus remains from 
current expenses this year. : 

Moreover, President Gray announces 
the receipt of another check from the 
General Educationa] Board of $23,- 
777.78, making a total of $162,000 paid 


_on- its $200,000 pledge in proportion 


to payments of pledges by other 
friends of the college, on a two to one 
basis. This applies to the Bates mil- 
lion dollar drive. The much-needed 
and intensely desired new gymnasium 
also, it is hoped, will be realized 
shortly, according to President Gray, 
although he said he is not, in a post- 
tion to make any more definite state- 
ment at just this time. 

- President Gray emphasized spirftual 
values in the year’s work; commended 
especially the services of the two 
deans for the men and the wonten. 
Prof. F. E. Pomeroy and Miss Lena 
M. Niles; emphasized the merit of the 
new freshman rule whereby freshmen 
are forbidden participation in varsity 
sports for their first semester; and 
announced the creation of a new office 
on the faculty, that of instructor in 
freshman athletics and téacher of 
history, which position will be filled 
by a former Bates man, Clinton Ray 
Thompson °13, who has been for nine 
years athletic director at Cony High, 
Augusta. This is in line with Bates’ 
pioneer policy of requiring athletic 
coaches to have faculty positions and 
a cultural background and permanent 
connection with the institution, 

Among the needs of Bates, President 
Gray mentioned $5000 for equipment 
of a 500-mile radius radiocasting sta- 
tion which could be installed by the 
physics department and which would 
enable this institution to bring itself 
to the attention of thousands and to 
render in many ways a valuable pub- 
lic service.

- RADIO COMMITTEE 
“MEETS IN CAPITAL 


Adminiarative Departments of 
Government Represented—Im- 
_ portant Questions Studied 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


WASHINGTON, June 17—The future 
of radio will be much influenced by 
a committee of experts who meet every 
other Friday morning at the Depart- 
ment of Commerce Building, Washing- 
ton, D.C. Th‘s group is the Interde- 
partmental Radio Advisory Committee, 
which is headed by Judge S. B. Davis. 
solicitor of the Commerce Department 
and Herbert Hoover's advisor in re- 
gard to radio law and its enforcement. 
The radio division of the Bureau of 
Navigation forms and enforces its 
regulations under his supervision. 

The committee is.an outgrowth of 
the first national radio conference 
which Mr. Hoover got together about 
two years ago. Its discussions brought 

out the need of co-ordinating and 
unifying, as well as standardizing and 
simplifying the Government’s  epart- 
mental radio activities. These at first 
were mostly the radiocasting of gen- 
eral information about various lines of 
work, but the field of the committee's 
service soon expanded. 

Every Government department has 
a vital interest in radio and every de- 
partment has therefore found it worth 
while to be represented on the com- 
mittee. The general nature of the com- 
mittee’s work may be understood from 
the mere mention of three questions 
on which it is working—assignment 
of wave lengths to Government sta- 
tions, such as Arlington, Va., San 
Diego, Calif., and Key West. Fla.; for- 
mation of uniform Government spe- 
cifications for the purchase of radio 
equipment supplies; the development 
of a complaint blank to be used by 
anyone observing radio nuisances. 

Some mention of the members and 
the scope of their problems also in- 
dicates the universality of the com- 
mittee’s activities. The Agricultural 
Department is represented by W. A. 
Wheeler, who started the radiocasting 
of market news to farmers and market 
organizations three years ago. The 
Navy Department ifs represented by 
Lieut.-Commander D. C. Bingham, A&- 
sistant Director of Naval Communica- 
tions. This branch of the Navy De- 
partment not only keeps in touch with 
the fleet; but it carries on all the long- 
distance radiocasting for the Gov-

So far; not a case 
has been up, but the commission be- 
lieves in preparedness and is keeping 
in close touch with developments. £. 
C. Wynne represents the State Depart- 
ment. The United States is a party

Another member of the committee 
is E. B. Calvert of the Weather Bureau.

E. M.°Webster of the Coast Guard 
represents the Treasury Department. 
His organization uses radio in connec- 
tion with the revenue cutters and the 
ice patrol. Dr. J. H. Dell'nger of the 
committee is in charge of the radio 
laboratory of the Bureau of Standards. 
This laboratory played an important 
part. in developing the radio beacon, 
and is working on measurements and 
standards. Capt.-R. B. Woolverton, 
in charge of the “Army Net” radio 
center, is another committee member. 
So is E. Sibley, director of the Air 


.Mail Radio Service; L. L. Lee, head of 


the radio service of the Shipping 
Board, and O. P. Hood of the Bureau

NEW RADIO TUBE 
ULTRA-SENSITIVE 


Tube Dcsienad at Illinois Uni- 
versity Proves Efficient 


‘URBANA, Il., June 17 (4)—Further 
exper’ mental work will be carried on 


this summer with the new type of elec- | 


tron tube, perfected in the laboratories 
of the University of Illinois. This — 
is from three to five times as sensitive 
as the same tube of the gas content| 
detector type, according to H. A.| 
Brown and Dr. C. T. Knipp of the uni- | 
versity, who developed the type.. Mr. 


Brown, describing the tube, declared: 

it is found that these tubes are sen- 
sitive detectors at any plate voltage 
from zero to 30 or 40 volts. At 10 volts 
they are most sensitive, and at this 
voltage they are three to five times 
as sensitive as the same type of tube 
used as a gas content detector. 

The new type of electron detector 
is more efficient than the conventional 
type. and as it does not require so 
high a plate voltage, on filament tem- 


perature it will be more economical. 

Certain alloys or rare elements are 
introduced into a three-element elec- 
tron tube. The vapor thus formed in- 
side the glass walls causes the tube to 
function as a photoelectric cell; that 


is, current flows from plate to filament 
without the need of a plate or B bat- 
tery when the sensitive cell is illumi- 
nated by the filament, or by some 
other source of light. 

Using one of these tubes as a de- 
tector in a variometer type of short 
wave regenerative receiver, the radio- 
casting stations at Schenectady, De- 
troit, Pittsburgh, Chicago, and Kansas 
City, can be clearly heard in this lo- 
cality without any amplifier, and with 
zero plate voltage. These tubes also 
function as “heat” receivers at zero 
plate voltage, receiving the high 
power undamped wave transoceanic 
stations on the eastern coast without 
any amplifier. 

In both of these cases the plate 
circuit return is connected to the 
negative filament terminal so that the 
plate current at zero plate voltage 
is not caused by filament potential 
drop: it flows in opposition to this 
potential.

N ATTRACTIVE and inexpensive 
A screening for a series of case- 
| ment windows, where something 
temporary is needed in a rented house, 
-@ summer cottage or as a money-sav- 
‘ing substitute for the carpenter-made 
screens, can be worked out efficiently 


with every-day mosquito netting. Nail 
a long strip.of board across the top 
of the window, trim, making it wide | 
enough to extend beyond the rollers 
of the window shades, if this is neces- 
sary. Buy a good quality of white mor- 
quito netting in a barred pattern, 
enough to measure once and a haf 
the width of the windows. The n2- 
ting will be wide enough more than to 
accommodate the depth of the case- 
ment windows. 

| Fasten the netting along the top of 
ithe board strip with thumb tacks, tak- 
ing a small pleat under é@ach tack to 
give a little fullness. Stretch it tan? 
to the bottom of the window sill an: 
cut it off after allowing for a one- 
inch hem. Turn the hem and stitch i, 
and run through it a piece of stronz 
elastic, long enough to stretch tight 
across ‘the width of the windows. 
Fasten a hook screw at each end of tha 
window sill and slip a loop of ths 
elactic over each hook. If you tie a 
large bead or button on the loops. i: 
will keep the elastic from slipping our 
of the casing. 

The result is a perfect screening, 
which from the outside—and inside, 
too—gives the effect of a sheer sum- 
mer curtain. It may be necessary t» 
add a glass-headed push tack or two 
down the sides to keep the wind from 
blowing the netting away from the 
windows, but if it is made very tigh’ 
this will not be needed. The advan- 
tage of such a simple screening is tha’ 
the loops of the rubber can be re- 
leased quickly for adjusting the win- 
dow_rods in case of storm. and. again, 
it is easily removed for laundering or 
renewal.

P {ro the Editor of The Christian Science 


Monitor: 

Although I have always-regarded The 
Christian Science Monitor as a news- 
paper of the very best type in its par- 
ticular field, I wish to take exception 
to an editorial, entitled “Livelier Poli- 
\ties in Canada,” in the issue of May 21, 
which deals with the tariff question in 
Canada, and gives the impression that 
the Canadian public constders free trade 
as the only panacea for the present 
stagnation in business. 

In the article you say: “Premier Mac- 
kenzie King, in inviting the Progres- 
sive group with the Liberals in support 
of the Government policy of freer trade 
relations, should give a new interest to 
Canadian politics. The Progressives 
represent the free trade demands of the 
Canadian west.” It may not be common 
knowledge that this demand of the Pro- 
gressives is confined almost entirely to 
the farmers of the west, in their effort to 
obtain their implements duty free. In 
order to carry on the business of Parlia- 
ment the Premier found it expedient to 
obtain the support of the Progressive 
group, and the price of that support was 
to favor a lower tariff or suffer defeat. 
So unpopular was the question however, 
that several members of the Liberal 
Party voted against it, one resigned his 
seat and another contemplates doing 80. 


2/650 bitterly was the question contested

It has also created 
dissension in the Liberal Party to the 
extent that, if an election were to take 
place after prorogation, the Premier 
would be swept off hia feet. 

From the Protectionist point of view,

BRITISH WOMEN 
CONFER ON PEACE: 


‘Mrs. Pethick Lawrence Insists on 
Necessity for Education 
Against War 


Special from Monttor Bureau 


LONDON, June 6—One of the ob- 
jects of the conference on “Women’s 
Work for Peace,” held at the Wemb- 
ley Exhibition by the British Section 
of the Women’s International League, 
recently, was to enable the home-born 
women and overseas women to under- 
stand one another and their some- 
what different problems. Mrs. 
McGregor Ross, who presided, pointed 
out that by this means the British Em- 
pire would become not an instrument 
of domination or of rivalry with other 
races or nations, but a great instru- 
ment for peace. The Women’s Inter- 
national League, founded by Jane 
Addams in 1915, had for its chief ob- 
jects the promotion of an interna- 
tional attitude of mind, and incessant 


work for peace, by means of confer- 
ences and meetings, visits to states- | 
men, and propaganda literature. 
Education for Peace 

Mrs. Pethick Lawrence, who em- 
phasized the need of education for | 
peace, said that the evolution of nat- | 
ural science and mechanical inven-| 
tions was progressing at an ever-, 
acceierating pace, but the evolution | 
of humanity was not keeping step) 
with it. This disparity had been the 
cause of the late war, and unless dis- 
pelled by education would be the cause 
of war in the future. There were 
three methods by which human beings 
could be educated for peace: educa- | 
tion by means of the drama, education | 
of children, and alteration of the’ 


teaching in school textbooks from a! 
nationalist to an internationalist point | 
of view. 

Mrs. Swanwick spoke on the subject : 
of mandates, and Miss Chick, who 
spoke on disarmament, pointed out 
that the old objection to armaments 
on the score of expense was fast be- 
coming groundless, since. modern: 
armaments, such’as airplanes, were 
already cheaper than battleships, 
while later inventions would probably 
work out cheaper still.

Empire had a quantity of raw mate- 
rials which were essential to other na- 
tions, and if barriers were put in the 


way of other nations getting them, |

' follow. 
Mrs. Barton, speaking on the world 


‘co-operative movement, maintained 
‘that co-operation was the only solution 
to the problem of world peace. The 


co-operative movement, which sprang 


up in this country 80 years ago, among 
men and women cotton weavers in 
Rochdale, had for its main object the 
buying of goods wholesale and selling 
‘them again retail to the public. Food 
might seem a very simple matter, but 
it was at the bottom of most wars. 

In America there was a strong de- 
sire for a co-operative movement 
among the working people. In Russia, 
the movement had grown tremen- 
dously.

WONDERFUL little. woman and 
A: wonderful comédienne.

may. say of her without fear of 
contradiction, that she has a _ little 
place of her own in the hearts of all 
playgoers. She is one of the elect who 
have no enemies, no rivais, no detrac- 
tors in silent envy; aye, no critic who 
seeks her faults rather than her quali- 
ties. -I have never seen an adverse 
criticism of Lottie Venne—nor has 
she ever deserved one. The record is 
unique. 

Whence this popularity of an artist 
who. shuns publicity; whose private 
life is charmed beyond the intrusion 
of the newsmonger; whose one boast 
is that she never—or hardly ever and 
then only under compulsion—has been 
interviewed? It is the charm and the 
uniqueness of her personality; the 
perfection of her work, finished in 
every detail, yet never studied to the 
point of laboring: it is the fascination 
of her voice, a fluted little voice that 
cosies, caresses, purrs, and is just 
penetrating enough to drive home a 
witty line—or any quantity with the 
sharpness of a stiletto. 

Petite and comely, with dainty feet 
and exquisite hands; with dimpled 
skin. and. Minnehaha -eyes, her very 
appeatfance creates an atmosphere. 
She is all mobility whether she takes 
an active part in the scene, or whether 
she lounges. a- silent listener on a 
couch, always conveying the vision of 
a sultana in miniature with imaginary 
menials wafting peacock feathers over 
_her’ head, she is not merely of the 
action but in it. She is the acute ob- 

server who sizes up all and sundry; 
she is the gentle dea ex machina that 
pulls the strings of puppet-like men 
and women whom she maneuvers at 
will. : 
She could play a villainess with the 
smooth tongue and the suave persua- 
siveness of a Japanese. For she 
knows all the wiles:of femininity and 
she is a master of the gentle. art of 
diplomacy that declares war in terms 
of such distinguished choice that the 
onlooker would detect no ripple on the 
‘surface of troubled waters.

“Old Bachelor” Revived

' LONDON, Eng.,—Congreve being a 
dramatic author of whom, for obvious 
reasons, one can easily have enough, 
it was, perhaps, rather to be re- 
gretted that with “The Way of the 
World” still running at Hammersmith 
the Pheenix Society should not have 
postponed their production of “The 
Old Bachelor,’ anrmounced for the 
early’ summer. From an antiquarian 
point of view, however, the choice is 
interesting because of the opportunity 
to compare Congreve's first dramatic 
attempt with his last. 

Though “The Way of the World,”

EAN COCTEAU ‘has tried to apply |. 


to Shakespeare's “Romeo and 

Juliet” the same fundamentals with 
which he secured a success in his 
adoption of Sophocles’ “Antigone.” | ¢ 
The idea of M. Jean Cocteau is to do 
away with realism, with the poor— 
though costly—imitation of reality 
which can never give the illusion of 
life but deprives the spectator of the 
joys of imagination. With-“Antigone’”’ 
he reached the almost perfect expres- 
sion of an art at once plastic and ab- 
stract. His realization of ‘Romeo and 
Juliet” ‘is different in conception, and 
though admirable in certain parts is 
not on the whole of the same quality 
as “Antigone.” 

But the mixture of poetry and real- 
ism of Shakespeare made it impossible 
for him to achieve unity of style. In 
his “contraction” of the text he has 


left some scope to the more vulgar! hum

Goods in some volume were bought at 
- or near the low price figures that have 
ruled for the last two or three weeks, 
but attempts to break the market still 
further by the offering of heavy com- 
mitments at price figures only very 
slightly lower than anything yet heard 
were met with a firm refusal, not only 
by the stronger factors in the trade but 
even by the southern mills. The latter 
refused to take quantity business on a 


standard 38%-inch 64x60s at 9 cents: 
and turned down large orders for 67x72s | 


. at 10 cents. The buyers had to be con- 
tent with small lots picked up at second 
hand. 

- Occasional purchases of 27-inch 
64x60s were reported in the South un- 
der the 7 cents level, while considerably 
more than 60,000 pieces of 6.15 sheet- 
ing were bought by bag interests at ‘x 
cents. In the latter case deliveries ex- 
tended through to the fall. 

- In fact many of the print cloth mills 
are showing a greater willingness than 
heretofore to take on forward business, 
and some are said to be receptive to 
long future business extending into Oc- 
tober and November, whenever buyers 
seem interested. 


Prices Rule Firm

price levels held firmly this week and 
the crop news of the week offered very 
little satisfaction to those predicting a 
large cotton crop, and raw material 
priceg, though they did not soar as some 
expected, offered strong resistance to 
downward pressure, especially in the 
new crop months.

MONEY PILING UP 
IN CENTRAL WEST 


Banks Have Difficulty Finding 
Profitable Use for Funds— 
Retail Trade Better 


CHICAGO, June 17 (Special)—The re- 
duction in the rediscount rate of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, which 
came at the end of last week, was made 
reluctantly, and has been followed im- 
mediately by a marking down of interest 
rates generally. Money is piling up in 
the central west to such an extent that 
the banks are hard put to it to find ad- 
vantageous employment for their funds. 

Large sums are being placed in high- 
grade securities of short maturities, 
particularly government and municipal 
bonds.

IN FALL SEASON 


Conditions in Trade at Present 
Very Irregular—Patent 
Leather Strong 


Mercantile stability means much to 
an industry almost face to face with a 
new season, When pricea must be named 
before contracts for future delivery 
can be obtained. . Such stability, how- 
ever, is not found in the shoe industry, 
as the spotty activity among manu- 
facturers testifies. - 

Some of the smaller factories are op- 
erating close to capacity, but they are 
the exception, while many concerns are 
running on low schedules. Greater ac- 
tlvity is looked for with the opening of 
fall buying in Boston next: month. 

Sole leather dealers report all -sales 
limited to small lots, although it is 
claimed. that there are buyers waiting 
for a drop in quotations.

IN FAIR SHAPE 


Grain Crops in Most Countries 
Above Average—Germany 
an Exception 


WASHINGTON, June 17 — Winter 
wheat is reported to be below the aver- 
‘age in Germany and a few other minor 
| producing countries in«Europe. In all 
' other countries from which reports have 
been received conditions are average or 
above. 

This is particularly true of the Bal- 
|' kan states including Austria and Hun- 
gary for which acreage figures are not 
yet available. Germany has not. yet 
reported on the acreage planted, but 
abandonment due to winter killings is 
‘said to be 5.5 per cent compared with $ 
per cent last year. In Poland, the aban- 
doned acreage is 5.1 per cent. 

In general the condition of winter rye 
is below the average because of the con- 
dition in Germany and Poland, which 
'countries produce more than 50° per 
cent of the total rye production. ~The 
abandonment because of winter kill- 
|ing in Germany was 9.5 per cent, which 
is an unusually hizh abandonment for 
Germany. Abandonment in Poland 'was 
10.8 per cent. : 

When the German acreage figures are 
available, it is expected that the per- 
centage decrease from last year wilt:be 
even greater than reported at present. 

In general field work got off with a 
late start throughout the northern 
hemisphere with the exception of the 
Ralkan states, where conditions have 
been reported average and above 
throughout the spring.

No one who wants to see the world 
set right can afford to be indifferent to 
issues involved in the present struggle 
in the church, said Dr. Merrill.

FRENCH BUSINESS 
IS HANDICAPPED 


Commercial Depression Due to 
Unsettled Currency 


The principal feature of the French 
situation is the fluctuation and depre- 
ciation of the franc, This is hampering 
business to some extent, according to 
a cable from United States Assistant 
Commercial Attaché J. F. Butler, though 
some revival in export orders is re- 
ported, and the tendency is increasing. 
Foreign trade continues at a high level, 
with exports exceeding imports. 

Activity is normal in the _ cotton- 


spinning and weaving plants, but sales 
are difficult, due to exchange and price 
fluctyations, while buying is only 
against current needs. The woolen in- 
dustry is less active, and there is par- 
tial idleness in most regions. Con- 
sumption requirements are fairly large, 


and increased unemployment is not an-: 


ticipated. Prospects for a good cocoon 
- crop in Europe and the Far East have 
resulted in the buying of raw material 
by silk manufacturers only to meet im- 
' mediate requirements. . The factory and 
trade situation is satisfactory, with 
regular orders. The condition of the 
domestic flax crop is satisfactory and 
activity ‘in the linen mills is normal, 
‘though sales are siow. Jute-spinning 
and weaving plants in the Dunkirk re- 
gion are very active. Laces and tulles 
are calm, but embroideries are active. 

- French prices’'for hidés and skins 
are generally above the world market, 
but there are good export orders for 
chamois. Leather exports are low and 
domestic business calm. Shoe retailers 
and manufacturers are active, although 
, orders for winter shoes are slow. The 
strikes in the Romans region havé been 
ended, but new strikes are occurrthg in 
the Marseille region.

T IS no mere chance that Greek 
mythology and.folklore have found 
most complete expression in the 

plaatic arte—that they- ‘should be in- 
terpreted for us ‘by the marbles of 
.Phidias and Praxiteles. Nor is it less 
significant that the Norse should find 
its ultithate expression, not in sculp- 
ture or painting, not even in poetry, 
ut in music—the music of a great 
‘master of.the northern. Germanic race. 
For the Greek is all conceived in a 
vein of graceful fancy, balanced, har- 
monious, flowing in line. The Norse, 
on the other hand, is a sterner pic- 
ture—vast, dim, shadowy, embodying 
a sense -of conflict and struggle, be- 
tween light-and darkness, summer and 
winter, storm giants and eee 
deities. . 

The Greek has been stile to us 
for centuries, through sculpture, paint- 
‘ing, and through poetry; whereas the 
Norse we have only begun to appreci- 
‘ate. In the romantic revival of the late 
eighteenth century, Gray translated 
“fragments from the Edda, and Thomas 
Carlyle, that Scotsman with Germanic 
‘sympathies, placed’at its true value 
that vast conception with all its gro- 
tesqueness and its glory.

But it was Richard Wagner who 
made this world live for us. For it is 
through the gate of music, with its 
crashing discords and its sunlit har- 
~~ nies that one muat enter into this 

mythology. And it is in the music of 
“The Ring,” in particular, that Wagner 
has revealed to us this strange, im- 
pressive, rather terrifying world; 
from the “Rheingold,” with its

In the “Goetterd&émmerung” Wagner 
plumbs the depths of human and Val-

of fate which shadows all the Norse 
belief. Few things are more dramatic 
amd moving than that old conception 
of the “Twilight of the Gods.” Few 
things could be harder to represent in 
art, but it is with Wagner, as Dryden 
once said of Shakespeare, “Give him 
the great occasion and he always rises 
to it.” Wagner’s sense of climax is 
simple, almost childlike, no matter of 
subtlety, repression or artistic eco- 

-Romy. -But the old belief was. simple 
and childlike.

Aristide Briand fortified himself politically at home, 
thanks to the general’s great personal popularity due to 
his defense of Paris in 1914, and also’ served notice to 
Germany that France infénded to continue its defense as 
long as the invasion lasted. Now, Edouard Herriot has 
achieved somewhat similar results by making General 
Maurice Nollet his Minister of War. At home he has 
Stifled a great deal of the criticism that was rising in 
anticipation of his Ministry. The defeated Nationalists 
spread the rumor through the country that the newly 
elected Radicals and Socialists would surrender to Ger- 
many, would leave the eastern provinces defenseless, and 
that in six months the German airplanes would once 
more bombard Paris. : 
This may sound absurd, but there are no limits to 
which a defeated jingo faction will not go when it sees 
its hold on the executive power threatened. The name 
of General Nolet as Minister of War will effectively stop 
that kind of propaganda. As M. Briand said in his cam- 
paign speech at Carcassonne, “No party has a monopoly 
on patriotism.” . 
... Jn the relations with Germany the quality of the new 
Minister of War means a warning to the newly elected 
Nationalists that France still guards the frontier and that 


it demands observance of the disarmament clauses in the. 


Versailles Treaty. To the sincere German Republicans, 
who do not intend to resort to arms, but who intend to 
carry out the Dawes plan, the name of Nollet is neither 

couraging nor ominous. It means simply what they 
i..cmselves have repeatedly declared to be their own 
policy. Herriot had to do something to announce to his 
own country that he did not mean to leave France open 
to another invasion. and to Germany that she must disarm 
and pay reparations. While General Nollet “mounts 
guard,” the politicians desiring peace can negotiate. When 
he can be relieved by a civilian, the tension will have 
been relaxed. | 

The other names on the Herriot Cabinet list signify 
chiefly that the men who won the election in 1914 are 
back in power. M. Herriot himself is the leading new- 
comer. The others are mostly friends and partisans of 
ex-Premier Joseph Caillaux. One of the first acts of the 
new Government will be to propose before Parliament a 
general act of amnesty, canceling all political convictions 
during the war: period. The chief beneficiary of that 
law would be M. Caillaux, who could then come back to 
Paris and resume his rights as a French citizen. After 
that there will probably be initiated a process to revise 
the whole case against him. Thus he may be entirely 
cleared and, if he is, a leading figure will return to the 
political stage.

Just how fair this method of computing the average 
wealth may be does not appear. Bolton Hall, fabulist 
and real estate speculator, was wont to boast that he be- 
longed to the West Island Fishing Club, and that the 
average wealth of the twenty members was $2,000,000. 
Pressed for details, he explained that Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, a member, was worth $40,000,000, so -that the 
average wealth was as he had stated. Something of this 
kind might have been found if, instead of dividing the 
total wealth by the number of Americans, the amounts 
owned by a comparatively small number of persons had 
been given; so as to show more clearly the actual distribu- 
tion of the great bulk of the national wealth. : 

- Another feature of the reputed wealth increase which 
deserves closer analysis than is given-by the official re- 
ports referred to, is that relating to the increased value 
of real property and improvements, which are reported 
as more than one-half of the total, or an increase in ten 
years of more than 60 per cent. Separate figures are 
not given for the respective values of land and improve- 
ments, but assuming that the ratio of these values was 
approximately the same in 1922 as in I912, it is evident 
that a very large part of the supposed increase in wealth 
was merely an increase in the price of land. This, of 
itself, can hardly be said to be additional wealth in the

Less spectacular, perhaps, but none the less important, at 
least in a way, than the hand-to-hand contest at Bunker 
Hill on an earlier day, is the battle being waged in and 
about the St. Paul convention hall. Marshaled there, 
determined to control the deliberations of the assembled 
delegates, are the leaders, the outspoken champions in the 
United States, of the Communist organization which has 
its branches in every city in Europe and America, and 
which represents, unblushingly, the Third Internationale 
in Moscow. 

The two leading figures in the Communist Party tn 
the United States are William Z. Foster and C€. E. 
Ruthenberg of Chicago. Until recently they had _ be- 
lieved the way to be paved for a hard and fast alliance 
between the Communists and the Farmer-Labor Party. 


But the recent broadside leveled by Senator Robert M. ° 


La Follette against Communism, as it-is ¢xemplified by 
American Communists under the difection of their Soviet- 
ized directors and dictators, has caused many of the mid- 
dle western farmers who have heretofore hobnobbed with 
the ultra-reds to seek cover under the anti-Communist 
band wagon. 

That is the condition with which Mr. Foster and Mr. 
Ruthénberg are compelled to deal. Disclosure of the 
fact that they are the representatives of the Moscow Com- 
munists has upset their cleverly laid plans. The farmers 
of the wheat belt have nothing in common with Moscow 
or Soviet Russia. They have troubles enough of their 
own, with some to spare. Radicalism as it has been 
pictured by Senator La Follette has seemed more or less 
attractive to them, but a closer and more intimate view of 
the picture startles and alarms them. To the alleged 
agents of the Third Internationale the unseemly action of 
Senator La Follette in denouncing the political Com- 
munists was a serious breach of the etiquette of radical 
politics. But what could the Wisconsin Senator do? 
He had reached the point in his political fence building 
where he must make a definite choice of materials. If he 
seriously contemplated becoming a candidate for the 
Presidency on a third-party ticket he must, at once, say 
some word which would reassure the farmers and the 
non-radical Labor union voters, even at the expense of 
alienating the ultra-radicals of the Foster-Ruthenberg 
camp. 

As an astute and adroit political dodge his action was 
cunningly conceived. He has every reason to believe that 
the Communist faction leaders, if they find themselves 
unable to dominate the convention, will accept, even 
gladly, whatever they can get. [La Folletteism, even if a 


pale and uninviting pink, is at least suggestive of red. 


The radicals can be placated much more easily than the 
more conservative elements of the Farmer-Labor Party. 
They will swing into line and vote for less than they de- 
mand sooner than the conservatives will swallow, as it 
were, the distasteful, potion which the designing Com- 
munists would mix for them. 


NEVER, perhaps, since the beginning of the Christian 
era has so much consideration been given, as is the case 
today, to Christianity as the 
solution of the difficulties which 
beset the world. And in no 
aspect of human life is its ap- 
plication more earnestly debated 
than. in connection with the 
problem of ending international 
war. Certainly a study of his- 
tory does not give ground for any optimism about im- 
mediate world peace. The record of the last 1900 years 
hasbeen the record of almost continuous strife, struggle, 
and war. And fighting has generally been at its height 
precisely at those moments when moral progress has been 
most rapid. ‘The pangs of humanity have always been 
most acute when great ideas, such as those connected with 
the Reformation, with the rise of democracy, or with the 
growth of freedom and order, have been coming to birth. 

Perhaps the expectations of the various Christian 
sects in the past have been disappointed because these 
sects have been “‘asking amiss.” There is in reality no 
way of making permanent peace in the world as it is to- 
day. The cause of war is the division of humanity into 
an immense variety of races, peoples, and colors, some 
advanced, some backward, some progressive, others ag- 
gressive, and all in greater or less degree under the con- 
trol of fear, hatred, suspicion, indifference about their 
neighbors and selfish thinking about themselves. It is 
impossible to construct any system of world peace out of 
these ingredients of thought. 

Over and over again has humanity tried to abolish 
war, sometimes by constructing universal empires like 
the Roman or the Napoleonic, sometimes by treaties

They object to Mr. McAdoo 
because they believe he cannot be depended upon to carry 
out the wishes .of the “‘modificationists,” by which is 
meant the nullificationists. But beyond this they have 
no choice except that the candidate named must be an 
avowed “wet.” We quote the very words attributed to 
Mr. Flood to show how generous he and his friends are: 


This association is nonpartisan. We are a wet party and 
we don’t care who the candidate for office is, what party he 
belongs to, his color, or condition in life. Any wet Democrat 
at the convention will look as good to us as any other. ... Our 
ultimate object is to have the Eighteenth Amendment wiped off 
the Constitution, and the modification of the law is a step toward 
that end. 


Now these are the men who claim the right to dictate 
the choice of a candidate for President of the United 
States. The one on whom their choice falls, if acceptable 
to a majority of the voters of the country, in due time 
would become the guardian and defender of the Constitu- 
tion which its enemies are attacking.

Editorial Notes

None will deny that Liberty’s new shops, recently 
opened in London, fully uphold the reputation of that 
half-century-old institution. Indeed it is recognized that 
the main object of the architect was to make the row of 
stores a veritable example of the craftsman’s art. In 
the attainment of that purpose more than twenty artificers 
had been engaged upon the shop frames and barge boards, 
the posts, staircases and balustrades for a year and a half, 
while all the stonework was worked entirely by hand. The 
building really is more like a museum than a store, 
Elizabethan chimney stacks rising, as one picturesque 
description has put it, like huge-sugar-sticks on the roof. 
The softly lighted galleries within the building, with their 
magnificent carvings, show up to wonderful acvantage 
the rare silks, furniture, and English and Eastern goods, 
which are on display, while the model of the Mayflower, 
four feet high, placed high above the main entrance, gives 


_ a touch which is just what is needed to complete the 


harmony of the whole. 
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GREAT as is the influence wielded by hymns upon the 
consciousness of both individuals and nations, only very 
few have obtained a recognition in any wise equal to that 
which “From Greenland’s Icy Mountains” has received. 
These verses of Bishop Heber’s have been, in the century 
since they were set to music by Lowell Mason, translated 
into almost countless languages, used to an extent ver- 
itably beyond imagination in missionary work, and just 
recently were accorded a special centennial service in 
Savannah, Ga., where Mr. Mason acted as organist from 
1812 to 1827. The fact that the tune was composed, so 
the story goes, in about half an hour, shows how little 
the concept of time enters into the record of real achieve- 
ment. 


| Is Man Hopelessly Warlike ? | : 


AN INHERENT warlike disposition in mankind is frequently 
brought up-as an argument against the possibility of ever estab- 
lishing a reign of world peace. All efforts to abolish the war 
system are held by many to be visionary and impracticable on 
account of what they believe to be the inborn and ineradicable 
bent of humanity. Those who hold such views might find it 
dificult to explain how it happened that impulses toward peace 
were stirring in the breasts of the early forest dwellers on the 
American shores, and resulted in the formation of a powerful 
federation, established to promote and to maintain peace. 

It is certainly a striking fact that the first federated gov- 
ernment in America sprang from the untutored mind and 
heart of the American Indian, and owed its origin to his desire 
for peace. The Iroquois League united five, and finally six, 
important tribes, under a federation which maintained a per- 
manent peace among them. ‘This league, which was generally 
known as the Five Nations, but which afterward became the Six 
Nations, was powerful enough to play an important ‘part in 


the early history of the United States, and it served as an object 


lesson to the American colonies, beckoning them toward a like 


federated union. 
In a letter written from Philadelphia, in March, 1750, by 
an advocate of the immediate union of the colonies, occurs this 


paragraph: “It would be a very strange Thing, if Six Nations -° 


of ignorant Savages should be capable of forming a Scheme for 
such an Union, and be able to execute it in such a Manner, 
as that it has subsisted Ages, and appears indissoluble; ahd yet 
that a like Union should be impracticable for ten or a Dozen 
English Colonies, to whom it is more necessary, and must be 
more advantageous; and who cannot be supposed to want an 
equal Understanding oftheir Interests.” W. E. Griffis, in 
“Sir Wm. Johnson and The Six Nations,” says: “Our govern- 
ment is in a measure copied from that of the forest republi- 
cans, whose political edifice and conquests shaped the history 
and civilization of this continent.”

At Lancaster, Pa., in June, 177+, a treaty conference was 
held with the Six Nations, and their chief spokesman was 
Cannassatego, an illustrious chief. He thus addressed the com- 
missioners for the colonies: “Brethren, we, the Six Nations, 
heartily recommend union and a good agreement between you, 
our brethren. . . Our wise forefathers established’ union 
and amity between the Five Nations.- ‘This has made_us for- 
midable; this has given us great weight and authority with our 
neighboring nations. We are a powerful~confederacy; and 
if you observe the same methods our wise forefathers -have 
taken, you will acquire fresh strength and power.” 

At Albany, in August, 1775, another such treaty conven- 
tion was held with the Six Nations, and one of the commis- 
sioners, addressing their representatives, called attention to that 
former speech of Cannassatego, and paid a deserved tribute to 
the influence those words had exerted upon the American 
colonies. < 

The story of the original formation of that Iroquois League, 
as handed down by their traditions, is a romantic one. It 
represents Hiawatha, the first peace hero of America, as having 
encountered manifold difficulties and discouragements in his 
attempts to bring about a union of the neighboring tribes. He 
is so possessed with his vision, that the very leaves of the torest 
seem to whisper to him the sacred word “‘peace.’ He calls 
conference after conference, but with no result, and finalls 
leaves his home and family to go on a personal mission to 
those adjoining tribes. At last he is successful, and the league 
is established. The constitution or body of laws then framed 
was known ever afterward as “The Great -Peace.” When- 
ever a new chief was to be installed, there has been a cere- 


mony, as set forth in the Iroquois Book of Rites, beginning - 


with the chant, “We come to greet and thank the Peace,” and 
having at frequent intervals the refrain: 
This was the roll of you - 
You that combined in the work, 
You that completed the work, 
The Great Peace. 

If vou turn now to the Pacific slope, rou will find. that 
in the Hoopa Valley there was a tribe of Indians who had 
a like vision of peace. It is incorporated in their beautiful 
legend, called ‘““The Legend of Gard.” Gard, like Hiawatha, 
was an apostle of peace, and went about teaching the people 
that they should put away strife and bloodshed. There came 
a time when he was absent from his wigwam for a long time, 
and it was thought probable that he had become lost in the 
forests. [hey searched for him for many days, without avail. 
but at last he suddenly appeared to them, and delivere#*a mes- 
sage he had brought to them. It was that they must dwell in 
concord with one another and with the neighboring tribes. Ir 
said to them: ““Put away from vou all thoughts of vengeance. 
Wash your hearts clean. Redden your arrows no.more in 
your brothers’ blood. Then the ‘Great Man’ will make you 
to increase greatly in the land.”

The Zuni story of the origin of war shows that they 
regarded it not as their natural state, but as a terrible calamity 
that had been brought upon them by some outside and malign 
force. These illustrations, which might be multiplied, are 
sufficient to show that the warlike temperament is not so domi- 
nant in man in a state of nature as has been often supposed. 
They go far toward disproving the theory that man is by nature 
a warlike animal, and that there is no use in trying to make 
him anything else. Some men may seem to have the tiger in 
their disposition, but the consensus of public opinion ‘Should 
restrain them.

From Back Bay to Honolulu 
HONOLULU is, im reality, a New England city planted in 
mid-Pacific, according to Clayton Hamilton in the Century. 


He writes: “It is only a quarter of a century since the Hawaffan. 


Islands were annexed to the United States and the Stars and 


Stripes were first flown over the Iolani Palace, but, in the - 


ancestral sense, Honolulu has been American for more than 
100 years; and since, in the midst of the Pacific, there is more 
leisure than we have upon the mainland for ‘culti- 
vating, undisturbed by interruption, the imaginative art 
of memory, Honolulu demonstrates more vividly a_ rem- 
iniscence of what America meant at the outset of the 
nineteenth century than any other community outside the 
confines of our thirteen original states. 
New England city in the midst of the Pacific, venerable in 
Americanism beyond any other of our cities seated west of 
the Appalachians. Honolulu was already a cultivated com-
